" Oh, General, don't go to Nash-

ville Let that poor editor live. ' '
"Let mc alone," he replied;
how came you to know what I was

going for?"
She answered: "I saw it in the

paper after you went out; put up
your horse and go back."

Ho replied furiously: "But I
will go get out of my way."

Instead of this she grasped his
bridle with both hands.

He cried to her: " I say let go my
horse ! The villain that reviles my
